Ottawa, Ont., June 27. — The news given out here 
to the effect that the government has decided to aid 
the horse-breeding industry in Canada by giving a 
Imu us to thoroughbred sires placed within reach of 
farm mnres is particularly pleasing to the organizers 
of the National Bureau of Breeding, who have worked 
two years and a half to bring this about, backed by 
over one hundred thousand farmers and breeders from 
coast to coast. This decision of the Ministry of Ag- 
riculture means that Canada will soon take her right- 
ful place as a country producing utility horses. It 
also means that the English remount problem. not to 
sj>eak of the Canadian cavalry horse problem de- 
scried by General French, will soon lie a great deal 
clo!f*r to solution. In taking this step Canada shows 
the same progressive attitude already displayed by 
France. Germany, Russia, Austria-Hungary and other 
countries. 

It also means that the burden of the National Bur- 
eau will be considerably lightened aud that more sires 
will be sent out. The conditions under which the 
grunt is given arc all in the interests of the farmer 
aud breeder. All stallions must pass government bi- 
section once a year and a service fee of not more 
tLun $10 for cold-blooded mares must be charged. 
Tin* stallions must be registered with the National 
Live Stock Itecords of Ottawa and must be thorough- 
breds. 

Tlie National Bureau of Breeding is doing much to 
establish the thoroughbred horse on a firm basis in 
Cuuada, aud has linked it up with a plan of imperial 
k defense, ns in Europe. The full text of the govern- 
P i.ient proposition Is as follows: 

(1) All horses on account of which aid is given by 
the department must be registered in the Thorough- 
bred Stud Book of the Canadian National Live Stock 
Records. 

( 2 ) Horses shall l>e of good size, quality and con- 
formation and slrnll be free from all hereditary un- 
soundness; these conditions to be ensured by submis- 
sion annually at a thorough, careful examination, 
either at the hands of the Veterinary Director Gen 
ernl or such other members of the veterinary staff of 
the department, or other i>ersous as the minister may 
from time to time appoint for this purpose. 

(3) Horses so approved shall be duly and properly 

idvertised to stand for service of mares, under the 
ordinary ami general conditions usual in the districts 
in which they are to be kept, at an annual service 
fee (except in the ease of thoroughbred mares) of not 
more than $19 to iusure. such service fee to become 
due and payable only when mare proves to 1*» in foal. 
Any person, firm or corporation owning or controlling 
any thoroughbred stallion in regard to which all of 
the conditions alsive set forth shall have been duly 
and properly fulfilled shall, on production of satis- 
factory evidence thereof and of the fact that u rea- 
sonable number of mares, other than thoroughbred 
mores, have been served during the season, be en- 
titled to receive at tlie close of each such season tin* 
sum of $250 from the funds of the Live Stock 
Branch. If. in the event of u horse dying or Incom- 
ing incapacitated for service during the season, an 
approval substitute is immediately placed in the 
same district, the minister may. after due considera- 
tion. authorize the payment of the subsidy at>ove 
mentioned. The necessary forms will be furnished 
on application to the Veterinary Director General and 
Live Stock Commissioner, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.

INTERNATIONAL ARMY RACES PROPOSED. 

London. June 27. — If the United States government 
supports the project there will In* an international 
steeplechase meeliug between officers of the armies 
of the world at Saudown Park next summer. Perry 
Belmont, president of the National Hunt Associa- 
tion, says that he has been working for it for some 
lime. He talked with Charles P. Taft, brother of 
the president, and William If. Moore on the subject 
at the Olympian Horse Show this week and they 
will lend their hearty support. The Sandown Park 
directors will offer substantial prizes. Mr. Belmont 
lias obtained promises from several European coun- 
tries to compete. Lord Suffolk is co-operating in 
England, and, dejiendeut on the attitude of the 
United States authorities, there is every prospect 
of brilliant success. Mr. Belmont thinks that 
American officers have an excellent chance of win- 
ning. He says: 

“The project Is part of the continued effort to 
place American cavalry horses on a plane with the 
mounts of European cavalrymen.” 

He says he is not disappointed at the showing 
made by American officers at the horse show which 
cloned Saturday, and is confident they will do much 
letter next time. The result shows, he says, that 
Improvement is necessary in the breed and training 
of America’s cavalry liorues.

Cincinnati, O., June 27. — R. H. Anderson has half 
a dozen yearlings this season which he will shortly 
take up and begin breaking. Mr. Anderson, in addi- 
tion to Joe Morris, the Latonia Derby winner of 
1910, has bred such good borsps as Dick Welles, Ort 
Wells, Diek Fennell aud Security. Of his six year- 
lings one is by Orlando aud the other five by Dick 
Finnell. a brother to Dick Welles and Ort Wells. 
The Orlando colt is out of Lampoon, and the five by 
Dick Finnell are: 

Black colt (half-brother to Joe Morris), out of 
Hanoverine, by Hanover. 

Brown colt (half-brother to Financier and Ander- 
son), out of Paradise Won, by Prince of Monaco. 

Brown colt, out of Huxie. by Brantome. 

Bay filly (half-sister to Auditor), out of Alcestls, 
by Hindoo. 

Bay filly, out of Margaret B.. by Griffon. 

Mr. Anderson has live sucklings, including three 
colts by Stalwart, one filly by Dick Finnell and an- 
other by Transvaal. The Dick Finnell filly is out of 
Peace, dam of The Hague. 

Mr. Anderson now has a band of twelve brood- 
mares. Tills season he has mated four of them 
with Dick Finnell. three to Peep o’Da.v, three to 
The Scribe and one each to McGee and Planudes. 
One of the mares he mated to Peep o’Day was the 
noted Hanoverine. and this produce of 1912 will be 
a brother or sister to Joe Morris. Mr. Anderson 
will, as usual, have his yearlings broken at the 
Kentucky Association track this summer, and .Tack 
Baker will train and race them for him as two-year- 
olds in 1912. 

A. J. Gorey lias only one yearling this season, a 
bay colt by Oriraar — Katherine Moore. He also has 
a suckling filly out of this mare by Transvaal, and 
mated her back to that son of Oomniaudo this sea- 
son. 

G. W. J. Bissell of Pittsburg, whose string of 
horses is at Latonia iu charge of trainer Wayne 
Lewis, has no yearlings this season. All the mares 
he had in Kentucky were barren last year. He in- 
tends to buy a few youngsters the coming fall, if 
the New York Legislature acts favorably on tho 
pending racing legislation. If things remain as they 
are he will only race his own produce, and he will 
wait to replenish his stable until his mares have 
some foals. • 



CANADA’S BEST PATRONIZED STAKE. 

Detroit. Mich., June 27. — A new stake, the Eden- 
wold. which will be decided on the second dav of the 
Windsor meeting iu July, attracted the largest num- 
ber of entries of any fixture on the (’anadiau circuit 
this season. This stake takes its name from Walter 
O. Parmer’s stock farm iu Tennessee. It is for two- 
year-olds at live-eighths of a mile and has an entry 
list of seventy-two, embracing the swiftest and most 
promising of the foals of 1909 in training. August 
Belmont has named six. They are Wildweed, Luck.V 
Lass. White Heat. Vestibule. Tactics and Overman. 
The nominees of R. F. Carman number four, embrac- 
ing Sherlock Holmes. I)r. Watson. Inspector Lestrade 
and Lady Sapphire. J. N. Camden has entered three. 
Wheelwright. Praetorian and Ratwa. and T. R. 
Condran’s representative is Flamma. 

The Canadian breeders are all well represented in 
the Edenwold.

NO HAGGIN YEARLINGS LEFT HERE. 

Lexington, Ky., June 27. — Commenting upon the 
shipment of .Tames B. Haggin’s Elmendorf yearlings 
to England last Saturday, a publication that de- 
votes some attention to the turf says: 

“This shipment to the English market does not 
in any way suggest that Mr. Haggin will not sell 
on this side of the Atlantic and should racing re- 
turn, and with it the market for thoroughbreds, he 
will be well represented at the Fasig-Tipton auction 
during the season.” 

If Mr. Ilaggin is to be “well represented” at 
the yearling auctions “on this side of the Atlantic” 
this season he will have to bring back some of the 
fifty-three youngsters that are now on their way to 
the auction at Newmarket July 11, or acquire some 
troni other breeders, which he is not likely to do. 

Last fall Mr. Ilaggin made a shipment of some 
forty mares and foals to Germany, where they were 
sold, and this left only fifty-six foals of 1910 at 
Elmendorf. There were fifty-three of these in the 
shipment that left New York for England on Satur- 
day last. The three remaining at the farm are 
fillies that have been reserved for the stud and are 
not to be sold. They are a bay filly by Star Ruby 
— Discipline, daughter of Greenan and The Task, 
dam of Sain; a bay filly by Greenan — Schoolmis- 
tress. daughter of Hamburg and The Task, aud a 
bay filly by Star Ruby — Zeala, a sister to Water- 
l>oy. This last-mentioned filly might have gone to 
the sales hut for the fact that she was foaled with 
a hernia and was not considered sufficiently grown 
to justify her shipment with the possibility of sacri- 
ficing her.

FAVORITES AGAIN FAIL TO CUT MUCH FIGURE 
IN THE RESULTS. 



Worst Track of the Season Finds Merrick the Only 
Successful Public Choice*— Listless Riding 
Charged Up to Several Jockeys. 



Cincinnati, O., June 27. — Track conditions at La- 
tonia this afternoon were worse than at any time 
since the opening of the meeting and were re- 
sponsible for the failures of many of the better 
class of horses contesting in the various races. Sell- 
ing conditions governed in five of the races, while 
the sixth was given over to maiden two-year-old 
fillies. Considering the bad track, the ordinary card 
and tlie threatening state of the weather during the 
early part of the afternoon, the attendance was 
accounted exceptionally good. Speculation was of 
larger proportion than expected and the outcome 
was naturally unsatisfactory to the public. Merrick 
was the only favorite that scored. Unsatisfactory 
riding again helped to mar the sport. Mountain, .T. 
Glass and J. Wilson being the chief offenders. Moun- 
tain’s listless efforts on Marsaiul and A1 Muller 
brought him a caution from the judges. Glass should 
have won with Rornpie In the fifth race in which 
McCahey, on Supple, outgeneraled Glass and Wilson. 

Tillie’s Nightmare, a sister to Wintergreen, mak- 
ing her first start in Kentucky, was served up as a 
good thing and won impressively from Dorbie. Moun- 
tain, who rode Green, the favorite, was caught nap- 
ping at the start and his mount was never a con- 
tender. The second race resulted in victory for Hel- 
ene over Corinth and Marsand. The last-named was 
favorite, blit under weak handling sprawled badly 
during the final furlong and succumbed to Corinth iu 
the last stride for second place. Colonel Cook, mu- 
lling to his Jacksonville form and favored at the 
start, led for the entire distance in the third race 
and beat Alamitos, the favorite, to the finish. Mer- 
riek had little opposition in the fourth race and led 
A1 Muller and High Private for the entire running. 
Iligli Private’s showing iu the race was onlv ordinary 
and, after the finish, Fred Luzader, acting* for J. K. 
Wainwright. claimed him for $1,555. Supple’s vic- 
tory in the fifth was fluky aud unexpected. 

Tho closing race resulted in a hard-fought final 
furlong duel between Kodwine and Tom Bigbee, tbe 
former winning in tbe last stride. Longhand, w'hich 
was the medium for a coup in his previous start, 
tired unexpectedly in today’s race and barely escaped 
losing third place. Jockey Ganz was fined $50 br 
the judges for cutting across the others on the first 
turn and interfering with Tom Bighee. Tbe suspen- 
sions of jockeys Iiooney and T. Rice will expire 
tomorrow’ and they will resume riding. 

Horsemen were advised this afternoon that the 
Gittins bills were made a special order of business 
for tonight’s session in the New York Senate. All 
tlie eastern horsemen are confident of the success or 
the measures and are preparing for shipment to 
Saratoga at tlie close of the present meeting. 

Woodford Clay announced that he will not agal* 
start Buekhorn here, as the colt is extensively en- 
gaged in Saratoga slakes and he desires to keep him 
free from penalties. The nine yearlings owned by 
Clay Bros, will he joined by the fourteen owned by 
E. F. Clay and sent ho Saratoga to be sold. Most 
of them are by Star Shoot. 

Continuous use of the harrows and rollers will 
put the track iu good condition overnight for tomor- 
row*’ s racing.

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely In the conditions, mares 
shall be allowed live pounds and geldings three 
pounds. No horse shall carry less than 130 pounds.

LONG A HOME OF GOOD RACING. 

Manchester’s Tracks, on Which the Sport Has Flour- 
ished Nearly Two Hundred Years. 

Not many of my readers are aware that racing at 
Manchester dates back more than 180 years, sport 
having been witnessed on Kersal Moor in 1730. This 
continued uninterrupted for fifteen years, when 
Prince Charles Edward Stuart marched into the city 
at the head of his Highland clans, and everything 
was turned upside down. There were faddists even 
in those far-off times, and prominent among them 
was one Dr. Byrorn, whose influence was such that 
the races were discontinued until Wednesday. Octo- 
ber 1, 1760. Twelve years later Whitsuntide beeame 
Hie principal race week, with its four days, and has 
remained so ever since, and a feature was the ladies 
stand, which was largely patronized by the fair sex. 
who were prettily described as having “shone forth a 
pleasing sight to many thousands of spectators, in 
all the beauty of their sex, in all the gaiety of 
fashion, and with that delicacy of behavior which 
inspires the heart.” In 1816 was instituted the 
Manchester Gold Cup, which was won by Mr. Rush- 
Ion’s grey colt. Friend Ned. Tidden by M. Noble, 
Next year (Sir T. Stanley’s Hooton was successful, 
with W. Duun up. and in each of the two follow- 
ing years the winner was provided by Mr. Iloulds- 
worth. Anti Radical took the trophy in 1820 and 
again In 1821 for John Mytton, the reckless Squire 
of Ilalston, and not more fortunate was his jockey, 
Dunn, who met with a tragic end a few' years later 
when riding at Chester. Theodore, winner of the 
St. Leger, carried Scott to victory in 1824 after a 
great finish with General Mina, who was second 
again next year, when Mustacliio beat liim. After 
1933. when ‘Physician wou. the Gold Cup was re- 
placed by a silver oue, the first of which was 
“lifted” l»v Mr. Wheel don’s Giovanni. 

Betting “on the hill” in those days must have 
been profitable for the fielders, for we are assured 
Hint no matter what horse was to be backed it was 
favorite. A desperate finish was seen in 1838, aud is 
thus described : “At the top of the hill they were 

r. 11 in a cluster, at the bottom Modesty and Barolles 
were abreast, with Catherina close up. A splendid 
race ensued from the distance. Modesty and Barolles 
putting all in. When within a few lengths of the 
judge’s eye Templeman made a tremendous effort, 
Catherina answered to it, and she was lifted in, 
winning on the post by half a head. Mr. Jackson, 
the judge, stated that Barolles, which was third, 
was barely a head behind the first. The pace W’as 
exceedingly fast from beginning to end, and the 
lfUrrabs were deafening.’’ The anti-racing folk were 
again at work altout this time, and their attack 
took an original shape, in the circulation of hand- 
bills giving a free prophecy for the Cup, thus: “Mr. 
Worldly Wise’s Sin. by Temptation. 1: Sir Heedless 
Headlong’s Death, bv Destruction, 2; Baron Scoffer’s 
Hell, by Satan, 3. Sportsmen may stake their repu- 
tation and risk their salvation on the selected three. 
Sin, Death and Hell will verily triumph on the 
course today.” The last occasion on which the race 
for the Cup was contested on Kersal Moor was in 
1946. when Mr. Hesseltine’s black filly. The Slayer’s 
Daughter, wou from Coeur de Lieu. Philip, Hooton 
and others. With the extinction of the races on 
“Karsy” it seemed likely that the Manchester meet- 
ings might come to an end. Several outside districts 
were spoken of, including Horwich and Newton, but 
these were too far awav to be identified with Man- 
cheater. and, eventually, after White Moss had 
l»een rejected, a site was secured at Castle Irwell 
and the new course was opened in 1847, and on May 
26 the Cup was won by Mr. Stevens’ Sheraton, 
whose rider, George Simpson, was the recipient of a 
handsome whip bearing a suitable inscription. We 
are informed that the Salford Borough Cup in that 
particular year was especially interesting, as Nat 
Flatman — “especially brought down from Newmar- 
ket”— won on Lord Chesterfield’s Lady Wildair, and 
afterwards was presented with a beautiful pair of 
silver spurs. Item. — A letter was read from Tommy 
Lye, regretting that, through indisposition, resulting 
from a fall, he was unable to be present to contend 
for the whip and spurs. 

Teinpora mutantur. and no doubt the means of 
traveling have improved, while there are jockeys 
now earning the pay of a prime minister who would 
look askance at a pair of spurs or a whip, and, as 
for journeying from Newmarket. I can almost feel 
the grin on the lips of, say, for instance, Trigg, 
who would think nothing of riding at Newcastle on 
Monday. Folkestone on Tuesday, Ayr on Wednesday. 
Stockton on Thursday. Kempton Bark on Friday. 
Baris on Saturday and home to Rrixton on Sunday 
to circle round Brockwell Bark in his motor oar. 
On the strength of having previously won the 
Chester Cup. odds of 4 to 1 were laid on Peep o’Day 
for the 1848 cup. but he was easily l>owled out 
by Mr. Green’s Swiss Boy. Tommy Ly«> was the 
premier jockey and a great public favorite in the 
’fifties, and, having won in 1853 on Chief Justice, 
on the same evening a goodly company of sporting 
gentlemen met at the Bost Office Hotel for the 
purpose of giving him a service of plate, hearing 
the following inscription: “Presented to Mr. Thomas 
Lye, senior jockey of England, by a few friends in 
Manchester, the place of his nativity, as a tribute 
of respect for his talent, high character and long 
service on the turf.” Tommy was grateful, and. 
in acknowledging tlie compliment, said: “For the 

handsome way iu which you have presented mo with 
this plate I feel grateful. To be amongst you is 
also to me a pleasure, and nothing gives me more 
joy than to ride and win on the course of Man- 
chester. Tin* distance was never too long for me 
io the olden time — whether the race was run in one. 
two. three, four or five heats, but at my time of 
life I <*801101 expect much longer to ride either at 
Manchester or any other place. So long, however, 
as I am aide, nothing will give me greater pleasure 
thau to ride on your course.” Lye undoubtedly was 
a great horseman, as witness his records, but 1 doubt 



I if ever ho earned as much for riding a w inner as 
did George Stern for his share in the victory of 
Sunstar last week. 

Racing continued at Castle Irwell until 1869, 
when a fresh move was made to New Barns, aud 
so until 1902, when the requisitions of the ship 
canal necessitated another change, and a return was 
made to the old site, which, how’ever, was largely 
extended. The cup winners since then liave sever- 
ally been Rambling Katie, Zinfandel. Sculliou and 
Roe O’Neill (dead-heat ). Airship, Bachelor's Button, 
Beppo, Polar Star aud Cargill. — Vigilant, iu Londou 
Sportsman.
